Important Points In New School Code. 
Borne of tho more important provis­ 
ions of the act to provide the state 
with a now school codo are aa fol­ 
lows: 
Divides the state into four -school 
districts. 
Philadelphia and Pittsburg form the 
first district. 
In the first district the courts will 
appoint the first school board of fifteen 
members created by the act. 
Terms of members of the board are 
for different periods. 
The people elect the school board 
after the term s of the members ap 
pointed by the court expire. 
The school board given power to 
levy taxes for school purposes aud to 
contract loans. 
A state board of education Is creat­ 
ed, the members of which receive no 
pay. 
Provides for the accumulation of a 
state school fund through the reve­ 
nues secured from state forest lands 
Provides for the medical examina­ 
tion of school children at the public 
expense 
Bars the employment of any person 
with tuber* ulosls, or the admission 
to a school of any child suffering 
from the disease.

Elective school boards of fifteen 
members in Philadelphia and Pitts­ 
burg, each member to serve six years; 
the right of the Philadelphia briard to 
levy a separate tax not to exceed six 
mills for school purposes and to make

The school districts of the second 
class, according to the new code, will 
be made up of those having a popula 
firm of from 30.900 to 50,000 
In Philadelphia and Pittsburg the 
school briards will have fifteen mem 
hers, all of whom will be first appoint­ 
er! by the courts, one-third for two 
years, one third for four years and one- 
third for six years, and at the expira­

Author

Contained 


Characters Taken From H is Family. 


New York, Jan. 25.—David Graham 
Phillips, the novelist, who wan .shot 
six tim es on 
Monday afternoon by 
Fitzhugh Coyle Goldsborough In Gram- 
mercy Park, died at the Bellevue boa 
pltal. 
Mr. 
Phillips 
had 
been 
vomiting 
blood during the day, which symptom 
told the physicians that the p e jo ra ­ 
tion in the lung caused by a bullet 
which had entered tile right chest and 
had passed out of the body near the 
left shoulder blade, was not healing. 
Dr. Eugene Fuller, Mr. Phillips’ per­ 
sonal physician, gave the patient what 
relief he could, but the patient s con­ 
dition became especaily alarm ing The 
excessive pain of his abdominal wound 
during the day, the constant leakage 
of blood into the throat from his lung 
.md Intestinal sufferings following the 
adm inistering of ether on Monday, bad 
worn the novelist out. During a severe 
spell of coughing be died. 
At his bedside were Mrs. Frevert, 
his sister; Mr. Harrison Phillips and 
Dr. Fuller. 
Senator Beveridge, who roomed with 
David Graham Phillips at Depau uni­ 
versity, had been at his bedside dur­ 
ing the day, arriving from W ashing­ 
ton, but be was compelled to leave 
for W asblngton again shortly after­ 
wards. 
Many magazine 
w riters, novelists 
and artists visited the hospital, but 
none of the callers except 
Senator 
Beveridge were perm itted to vi«lt the 
patient's room. Many of the visitors 
and others had sent floral gifts, and 
after they learned of the death of Mr. 
Phillips these were arranged about 
bls bier. 


Goldsborough Held Enmity. 
More evidence showing that Golds- 
borotigh held enmity toward Mr Phil­ 
lips was learned, hut ai best no one 
seemed able to piece enough of this 
evidence together to show why Golds 
borough should have gone to the ex 
trem e of shooting Phillips or, for that 
m atter, why Goldsborough, unless his 
brain were normal, should hold auy 
enmity at all. 
Stories that the violinist shot the 
novelist because Mr. Phillips had writ­ 
ten a novel in which characters in one 
of

books, 
which 
Goldsborough 
thought 
were taken from Goldbor- 
ough's own 
family in 
W ashington, 
where Mr Phillips lived for a short 
while, were repeated to Harrison Phil­ 
lips, snd he was asked whether or not 
the publishers of the book had not 
sent out press notices at the tim e the 
book was published to the elTect that 
some one had objected to the novel on 
the score that it caricatured members 
of s certain family. 
Harrison Phillips replied that he re­ 
membered that notice* of this charac­ 
ter had been sent oift when the book 
left the press. Ile was asked whether 
he thought these notices were merely 
the work of the publisher’s publicity 
departm ent or founded on fact. 
He 
said that so far as he remembered they 
were founded on fact. He said, how­ 
ever. that neither he nor hts brother 
nor 
sister 
knew 
the Ooldsborougb 
family. 
It was learned also that alm ost a 
year ago Goldsborough went to the 
city hall to complain to Mayor Oaytior 
about p e r s o n s annoying him.

this visit the violinist mentioned to 
the mayor’s secretary. Mr. Adamson, 
the name of David Graham Phillips, 
but not with any e s p e c ia l show of ani­ 
mosity.

A SUBSTANTIAL 
ROADJIF DIRT 


Illinois Commission Builds Ono 
Without Oso of Stone. 


CONSTRUCTION METHOD EASY 


Th# Severe Wear Caused by Automo­ 
bile# Flat Made It Neeeaaary to Find 
Something Stronger Than the Mac­ 
adam Road—Cxporimenta With Mix­ 
ture of Dirt and Oil Show Results. 


Macadam roads have been the world's 
standard for many years, but under 
conditions of mod rn traffic they have 
to quickly worn away that in the 
country which boasted the enduring 
m ilitary roads of Napoleon %a con­ 
gress of the road engineers of the 
world was called to discuss means of 
preventing them from going up In 
smoke or dust! 
The Iron tire of the 
horse draw n vehicle rolled and com­ 
pacted the limestone road. 
The pneu­ 
matic tire of the motorcar sucks up 
the dust and draw s it Into the air to 
blow a Wray. 
It wa* formerly compac­ 
tion by traffic; now It Is suction. 
This fact ha* l>een strikingly dem­ 
onstrated by the work of the stat# 
highway commission of Illinois. 
One 
of the best miles of macadam road 
ever constructed, and surface bound 
with a gravel of peculiar cementing 
quality, has been ripped np and blown 
away down to the large, sharp pointed 
rocks that constitute the basic course 
Other experim ents with oil and tMr 
have proved the binding and protect­ 
ing proi*ertles of those substances. 


Value of Oil. 
The value of oil of heavy asphalt 
base the residuum after refining out 
the volatile olla- as a hinder for rock 
roads led to experim ents with It In the 
construction of dirt roads without the 
use of stone. 
The Idea was to com 
pact and bind the dirt so that It would 
be w aterproof and as wearproof as 
possible iii other wolds, to bind the 
particles of dirt together so that trac 
tlon would produce little dust. 
One 
of the most striking ex|>erlinent# with 
oiled black mud was made at Bement, 
in P latt county, and herewith we re­ 
turn to our Illustrations. 
The Bement 
section ranks among the richest In 
central Illinois. 
It Is rich because it 
Is fairl) bottomless 
It was low lying 
and swampy In the olden days before 
the coming of the steam dredge and 
the tile and Its rosds were aa Im pass­ 
ible as that tyi»e of land affords. 
It is usable all the year round for 
maximum loads. It is practically dust* 
less, It requires no dragging or scrap 
lug, and It has a resiliency that saves 
horse and vehicle and adds much to 
the comfort of the occupants of wagon 
or carriage 
A fter more than a year's 
rest, the ex(»erlmeiit must lie pronoun!* 
ed a groat success, and the beat men 
al*out Bement, who have made a stud.! 
of roads for many years, regard it a* 
the solution of the problem of build 
Inc mud!ess ronds In the black prairie 
soils. 
The method of construction was aim 
pie. 
The road was plowed six Inches 
deep aud the dirt aerated to each side 
I ii the bed thus made a layer of oil 
was sprinkled, the oil In this exjwri 
Uicnt being what is usually called Ho 
10 HS per cent asphalt oil. 
After the 
011 was applied two Inches of dirt were 
scraped back Into the roadway aud oil 
mid sol I were thoroughly disked to­ 
gether. 
Usa of Tamper. 
Then followed a tam per, an imple 
riient like a large field roller, each sec 
tlon of which bears closely aet prongs 
ubout ten Inches long, somewhat like 
the spikes attached to the wheels of 
• steam roller to tear up the road, only 
longer and rounded on the eud. 
This 
tam per 
the work it* name Indi­ 
cates -it completes the m ixture aud 
the oil aud dirt aud tam ps It down 
After Its use more oil aud dirt were 
added until three layer* had been ap 
plied, aud then the steam roller com 
pieted the work. 
Vbout two aud a half gallons of oil 
were used to the square yard. 
This 
oil sells, according to quality, at from 
4 to 7 cents per gallon. 
Taking ft 
cents as an average aud building a 
road sixteen feet wide. which Is wider 
than Is necessary for the oil, we have 
a cost for oil of about $1,175 lier mile 
The labor cost is to be added to that 
It Is certainly the cheapest mud lee* 
road that has yet t*een devised, aa the 
rock roads run quickly into large mon 
ey when the m aterial must he carried 
In by rail. 
Repairs are readily made !u this 
form of road construction. 
The top 
Is plowed up. more oil added, tamped 
and rolled, and the surface Is us good 
as new 
It is not a road that does not 
need repair 
No such road ta built 
Even the city's granite block# wear 
out under the creaking wheels of Its 
heavy traffic. 
The fundam ental fault 
of American country road builders I* 
their idea that a road will stay btl lit 
It won't. 
It Is not in the nature of 
things 
The b e d of roads need repair, 
and wise Is that commissioner who has 
learned that In road maintenance s 
stitch In time saves nine. 
Unforto 
Safely no! many of them have learned 
that fact 
Evidently the black mud regions, far 
from gravel and limestone, need not 
sit helplessly marooned In mud 
A 
way out has apparently l>een fouud - 
over a solid, substantial bridge built 
of oil and dtrt. 


GOOD FOR DRAINAGE USE. 


Pick Plow, Easily Made, Described end 
Praised by Wisconsin Farmtr. 
I have used this plow for digging 
trenches for laying tile on my Wiscon 
sin farm for many years and am sur 
prised that so useful and efficient an 
implement is not lu more general use, 
says a Wisconsin correspondent of the 
Orange Judd Farm er. Any good black­ 
smith, with an assistant^ can make 
this plow Iii less than two days. An 
old sm ith aud his son made mine In 
one day. The total cost was only $8, 
including a heavy four foot chain for 
use In hitching v« the plow when It Is 
deep down in the ditch. 
I first used It In 1804.’ I had heard 
that 
out 
In 
Minnesota 
men 
were 
charging 25 cents per rod to construct 
drainage ditches with the steam ditch­ 
ing machine. I was able to build 
ditches more cheaply by the menus of 
this 
simple 
homemade 
co n i} ante. 
On one piece of work, by using this 
plow and two horses, four men made a 
ditch I,(MW feet long, from two and 
one-half to three and one-half feet 
deep and one foot wide, In one day, 
from 8 o'clock la the morning to 0 
o'clock In the afternoon. This was In 
clay soil, which at the time happened 
to be very dry and was shoveled eas- 
My. 
If the ground had been wet, of 
•ours**, so much <ould not have been 
iccompllshed. 
In building ditches for tile I first 
plow it as deeply as possible, usually 
going over It twice with an ordinary 
Mow. All th** dirt that Is not thrown 
nit by the plow Is then shoveled out. 
Next I go tip and down the ditch with 
the pick plow. Ours Is made to cut 
twelve inches wide, and by having It 
mo strongly constructed that there Is 
not much spring In It a uniform width 
and straight sides can lie m aintained 
In the flit* h 
A fter the ground Is 
loosened ive shovel out the loose dirt 
and limn go over lf agsln with the 
pick plow. 
We use sn evener eight 
feet long. so that the horses work far 
•Mioiiuh away from the ditch that then
